ROBERTS WELCOMED 


TO ELOEMFONTEIN. 


Officials Tendered Him tile Keys o f the 
.Executive Offices — F ighting Boers 
W ithdrew . 


London', March 15.—The following 
was the text of Lord Roberts'dispatch 
to the war <>11 ice announcing his occu­ 
pancy of Bloemfontein: 
“ B lo e m fo n te in, Tuesday, March 13 
—8 p. iii.—By the help of God and by 
the bravery of her majesty’s soldiers, 
tho troops under my command have 
taken possession of Bloemfontein. The 
British Hag now flies over the presi­ 
dency, evacuated last evening by Mr. 
Stern, late president of the Orange Free 
State. Mr. F razer, member of the late 
executive government; the mayor, the 
secretary to the late government, the 
landrost and other officials met me two 
miles from the town aud presented me 
with the keys to the public offices. 
“The enemy have withdrawn from 
the neighborhood, aud all seems quiet. 
The inhabitants of Bloemfontein gave 
the troops a cordial welcome.” 
Crowds in Tendon were making dem­ 
onstrations over the event. 
A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 
Bloemfontein, dated Tuesday evening, 
at 7 o’clock, said in part: “ We sur­ 
prised and outflanked the enemy with 
irresistible force over night. General 
French held the country north, while 
Lord Roberts dis] arched a prisoner on 
parole, threatening to bombard unless 
the city surrendered. The townsmen be­ 
came alarmed. President Steyuand tho 
chief me inliers of the executive council 
fled and proclaimed Kroonstadt to be 
the capital. 
“Steyn fled to Winburg. At last only 
8,000 fighting men remained and, in the 
morning, many finding themselves so 
weakened, broke their guns. 
Others 
tied. The remnant still shelled General 
French at dawn, but the opposition soon 
collapsed. 
“ Eligilt locomotives and much rolling 
stock were captured. The Boer organi­ 
zation is collapsing and the breach be­ 
tween the Free Staters and Transvaal- 
ers is widening.” 


M’KINLEY URGED 
SALISBURY TO ACCEPT. 


The L atter Conveyed H is Appreciation, 
but D eclined th e Request of the 
Hoer G overnm ents. 


W a sh in g to n, March 15.—The answer 
of L r I Salisbury to the message from 
Presidents Kruger and Steyn, which 
’frets transmitted through over govern­ 
ment, as already indicated in the London 
k la tc h e s, was a declination of the ap­ 
peal. It has bet u transmitted to Adel* 
bert Hay, United States consul at Pre­ 
toria, who will submit it to the two 
presidents. This marks the end of the 
first overtures toward lienee. It is be­ 
haved here, however, that another ef­ 
fort will soon be made by t he Boers to 
attain peace, though recourse may be 
h;»d to some other agency than the 
United States. 


Hie A.en res ''ration, adopted by the 
senate, calling for tilt* corre>p >ndo:u*o, 
must remain unanswered tor the pres­ 
ent, though there is reason to believe 
the cause for maintaining secrecy on 
tins point will soon disappear. 
It is 
stated, however, that the press dis­ 
patches Ila vc indicated the salient feat­ 
ures of the correspondence with suffi­ 
cient accuracy, and that about the only 
omission, so far as can Ii© learned, was 
'he failure to develop the fact that the 
appeal of the Boer government that the 
Unit ti States government might be al­ 
lowed to intervene was accomiianied by 
an earnest expression by the president 
of his willingness to do anything within 
his power to bring about the termina­ 
tion of the war, which he hoped might 
be attained. Lord Salisbury’s reply, 
while firmly declining the request of the 
Boer government, conveyed his apprecia­ 
tion of the commendable sentiments 
which inspired the president’s utter­ 
ances.

•if congress, but of their own state as 
well. 
Mr. Taylor has been a promi­ 
nent young man in 
congress 
ever 
since the early part of the Fifty-fourth 
congress— the first of which he was a 
member. 
Debut of Mr. Tayler. 
The attention of the house 
was 
called to Tayler early in the session of 
1895-96 by the young Ohioan’s action 
in the Tarnsey election case. Speaker 
Reed had put Tayler on election com­ 
m ittee No. 2, simply because he had 
to make up that committee. He didn’t 
know anything about him, and 
if 
his name had been John Smith, .his 
assignm ent would have been the same. 
Tayler is not under any obligation to 
the big Maine man for a favorable as­ 
signment where he could show him­ 
self. 
W h at was clone to bring him to 
the front he did himself. 
When the Tarnsey case 
cam e 
up 
Tayler presented a minority report in 
favor of the Democrat. 
That was a 
surprising thing to do, inasmuch as

and when informed, speaking and vot­ 
ing according to the party brand of 
the man. 
T ayler went a t the case as 
a lawyer, regardless of politics.

“I like you, Tayler,” he said, and 
continued his promenade around the 
space back of the seats of the mem­ 
bers. Two years ago Reed testified to 
the liking he bore Tayler by taking 
him from away down on the list of 
Republicans on elections No. 2 com­ 
mittee, and placing him at the head 
of No. I. 


Tayler is 46 years 
old, and alto­ 
gether the most useful looking man in 
the house. 
He is one of those clear 
cut fellows, whose physical appear­ 
ance is an unfailing index of what is 
found in his mental makeup.-—P itts­ 
burg Dispatch.

SCORPIONS AND FIRE. 


rile Poisonous Anim ala Are Partlcn- 
larly S en sitive to Heat. 
An interesting question has from 
time to time been discussed by natu­ 
ralists and physiologists, as to whether 
the scorpion commits suicide by sting 
lag himself with his own venomous 
dart. 
Experiments have often been 
made, which consist in surrounding 
the scorpion with a circle of fire, usual 
ly formed of small pieces of burning 
coals. 
Cue may then see the animal agitate 
his tail in the air. waving his dart to 
and fro over his head in a desperate 
movement aud finally fall dead, ap 
pealing to have decided that lie could 
not escape the flames aud to have iii 
•t ulated himself with his own venom 
This idea is now, however, found to be 
erroneous, as It has been proved that 
the scorpion is not affected by his own 
venomous fluid, and the hypothesis of 
his suicide cannot be maintained. 
It 
appears from later observations made 
upon the death of the scorpion under 
the conditions in question that a more 
■Unple explanation is to be found. 
Scorpions are, In fact, sensitive to 
heat and are easily killed by a temper­ 
ature not exceeding 50 degrees centi­ 
grade. 
lf one concentrate the solar 
rays upon a scorpion’s back by meuus 
of a lens, one may observe that he tries 
hj means of his tail to remove the 
cause of discomfort. 
It Is this move­ 
ment of defense which has hitherto 
been mistaken for oue of suicide, and 
to reality the scorpion bas been killed 
by the heat to which he hun been ex­ 
posed 
under 
such 
circumstances.— 
Scientific American.

Scientific Safe “Cracking.” 
In the experiments made in a burgla­ 
rious way. among others, a $3,000 
square safe of the most approved con­ 
struction was attacked by inserting in 
the crevice about the locked door 
4 8-10 ounces of nitroglycerin, and in 
eight minutes after the operation of 
loading was begun the charge was 
fired, with the result that the whole of 
the jam b below tile door was blown 
out and a hole made in the door of suf­ 
ficient size to admit the hand and arm. 
while the doors and divisions of the 
interior compartments were completely 
shattered 
On repeating the operation 
with 
ounces of forcite dynamite the 
door was completely torn off. 
Among experiments made to demon­ 
strate the resistance of structures to 
attack by a mob was one upon a Rafe 
29 Inches cube, with walls 4% Inches 
thick, made up of plates of Iron and 
steel, which were re-enforced on each 
edge so as to make It highly resisting, 
yet when a hollow charge of dynamite 
9% pounds in weight and untamped 
was detonated on It a hole three Inches 
In diameter was blown clear through 
the wall, though a solid cartridge of 
the same weight and of the same ma­ 
terial produced *0 essential effect.-— 
Popular Science Monthly.

Tawney make up a quartet that will 
have a very potent influence on the 
law-making done 
by the Fifty-sixth 
Congress. 
Until the Roberts case is a closed 
Incident, of unsavory 
memory, 
too, 
Robert Walker Tayler will be about as 
big a man as can be found on the Con­ 
gressional horizon. But this is not to 
say that after that he will fall into an 
obscure place, nor yet that he emerg­ 
ed from obscurity when the speaker 
lesignated him to make an end of the 
practice of the Mormons in Utah, of 
outraging public sentiment by exalt­ 
ing men who defy the laws, not only 
of congress, but of their own state as 
well. 
Mr. Tayler has been a promi­ 
nent young man in 
congress 
ever 
since the early part of the Fifty-fourth 
congress—the first of which he was a 
member. 
Debut of Mr. Tayler. 
The attention of the house 
was 
called to Tayler early in the session of 
1895-96 by the young Ohioan’s action 
in the Tarnsey election case. Speaker 
Reed had put Tayler on election com­ 
mittee No. 2, simply because he had 
to make up that committee. He didn’t 
know anything about him, and 
if 
his name had been John Smith, his 
assignment would have been the same. 
Tayler is not under any obligation to 
the big Maine man for a favorable as- | 
signment where he could show him- j 
self. What was done to bring him to 
the front he did himself. 
When the Tarnsey case came up 
Tayler presented a minority report in j 
favor of the Democrat. 
That was a 
surprising thing to do. inasmuch as 
the practice of most men has been to 
Inquire, “which is our d— rascal?” 
and when informed, speaking and vot­ 
ing according to the party brand of 
the man. Tayler went at the case as 
a lawyer, regardless of politics.

SCORPIONS AND FIRE. 


The P o U o n o n a A n im a l* Ar*- P a r t i c u ­ 
l a r l y S e n s i t i v e to (le n t. 
An Interesting question lias from 
time to time been discussed by nafu 
ralisrsand physiologists, as to whether 
the scorpion commits suicide by sting 
lag himself with his own venomous 
dart. 
Experiments have often been 
made, which consist In surrounding 
the scorpion with n circle of tire, usual 
ly formed of small pieces of burning 
coals. 
One may then see the animal agitate 
bis tail in the air. waving bis dart to 
and fro over bis head In a desperate 
movement and dually fall dead, up 
peariug to have decided that be could 
Dot escape the tlames and to have in 
•oulated himself with bis own venom 
This Idea Is now. however, found to be 
erroneous, as It has beeu proved that 
the scorpion Is not affected by his own 
venomous fluid, aud the hypothesis of 
bis suicide cannot be maintained, 
li 
appears from later observations made 
upon the death of the scorpion under 
the conditions iu question that a more 
simple explanation is to be found. 
Hcorpious ure. iu fact, sensitive to 
beat and ure easily killed by a temper 
ature not exceeding 50 degrees centl 
grade. 
If one eoueeutrate the solar 
fays upon a scorpion's buvk by means 
of u lens, one may observe that he tries 
by means of his tail to remove the 
cause of discomfort. 
It Is this move­ 
ment of defense which has hitherto 
been mistaken for one of suicide, and 
la reality the scorpion has been killed 
by the heat to which he has been ex 
posed 
under 
such 
cl re um stances. —

SCORPIONS AND FIRE. 


The P o lso n o n s A n im ala A re P a r tic u ­ 
la r ly S e n sitiv e to H eat. 
An interesting question has from 
time to time been discussed by natu­ 
ralists and physiologists, as to whether 
the scorpion commits suicide by sting 
leg himself with his own venomous 
dart. 
Experiments have often been 
made, which consist in surrounding 
the scorpion with a circle of fire, usual 
ly formed of small pieces of burning 
coals. 
Oue may then see the animal agitate 
bis tail in the air. waviug his dart to 
and fro over ii is head in a desperate 
movement and finally full dead, ap­ 
pearing to have decided that he could 
not escape the flames and to have in 
tculated himself with ids own venom 
This idea is now. however, found to lie 
erroneous, as it has been proved that 
the scorpion is not affected by his own 
venomous fluid, and the hypothesis of 
bis suicide cannot he maintained. 
It 
appears from later observations made 
upon the death of the scorpion under 
the conditions in question that a more 
■imple explanation is to be found. 
Scorpions are, in fact, sensitive to 
beat and are easily killed by a temper­ 
ature not exceeding 50 degrees centi­ 
grade. 
lf one concentrate the solar 
rays upou a scorpion’s bagk by means 
of a lens, oue may observe that he tries 
hj means of his tail to remove the 
cause of discomfort. 
It Is this move­ 
ment of defense which has hitherto 
been mistaken for oue of suicide, and 
to reality the scorpion has been killed 
by the heat to which he has been ex­ 
posed 
under 
such 
circumstances.—
